Even raw fruits which 
are so inviting and .refreshing in the 
warm weather may cause distress in 
the stomach and abdomen. 


Remember, If hot and tired, rest 


before eating, or if you must eat, eat 
a small quantity of food.

"The 'Uveyere.' like many Newfound- 


lander*, depends chiefly on th* cod 
fishery for money to buy tea. flour, 
aalt pork, and molasses for the winter. 
When the cod 'sets la shore.' he leaves 
his home and potato patch at th* head 
of the inlet or fjord, and moves down 
to a shack on the outer coast for the 
summer. When the cod Is rnsmlng, 
he works 20 hours at a stretch. 


"Back home. after winter sets la. 


he hunts and traps for fur. shoots 
ducks, and goes on a 'cruise' (visit) 
to neighbors, traveling from 40 to 400 
miles over snow and lee In a dog- 
drawn komatlk. or sled. 


Fur* Sourc* of Wealth. 


"Sometimes a mission holds a fair, 


and dog teams gallop in from miles 
around with sled-loads of families. 
The men hold a shooting match, with 
a barrel of flour, as the prise. The 
girls fill supper baskets, and the young 
men bid for them and the supper 
partner who goes with them. 


"Rich furs—fox and ermine, mink 


and otter, beaver and bear and musk- 
rat—rank next In Importance t* cod. 
The part white, part Eskimo trappeis 
do little cod fishing, for the furring 
grounds' lie miles away from the 
coast •nd the winter hunt when pelts 
are prime, keeps the men away from 
home for weeks at a time. 


"Rifles bang good-by as canoes pun 


out into midstream to begin th* long 
trip up-river to th* fur paths.' or 
bunting grounds. When a trapper 
chooses a certain area, he blazes trails, 
sets oat perhaps 300 traps, and builds 
tilts' (log huts) at Intervals of a day's 
walk apart. Thereafter, this land is 
his alone to hunt over, and no other 
trapper thinks of poaching OB It 


"The trapper's day Is long, work at 


.the traps hard. Storms may overtake 
him, and aVbelow-rero cold. Yet h* 
stops only oaT* or twice to prepare 
a mug of tea sad to take a bit* of 
bread. For supper, cooked on tk* tflr§ 
tin stove, k* stews a partridge wltk 
ric* and salt pork: or perhaps som* 
beaver or porcnplae, whose .meat is 
good eating. If he has time, ke bakes 
•rose bread' (yeast raised), or if B0t 
soggy bannock. Then he skins his 
pelts and stretches them to dry oa 
tke fur boards. Frequently b* flads 
tkat mlc* have raised the pen ky 
chewing away patches of hair.
